The  annual  meeting  of  the  N.  W.  Branch  of  the 
Education  Society  was  held  on  Wednesday  evening. 
Addresses  were  made  by  Mr.  Clapp,  one  of  the 
teachers  in  Middlebury  College,  Rev.  Mr.  Lord,  of 
Hartford,  Vu  and  Rev.  Mr.  Riddel,  Sec.  of  the 
American  Education  Society. 

The  Vermont  Home  Missionary  Society  held 
their  anniversary  on  Thursday  forenoon.  This  was 
the  most  interesting  meeting  of  the  week  (except 
the  administration  of  the  Lord’s  Supper,  and  ahe 
services  connected  with  it,  which  your  correspond¬ 
ent  did  not  witness.)  A  very  able  and  interestingre- 
port  was  read  by  the  Secretary,  Rev.  Isaac  R.  Wor¬ 
cester.  Addresses  were  given  by  Rev.  Drs.  Beman 
and  Smith,  which  were  listened  to  with  fixed  atten¬ 
tion. 

Resolntions  were  passed  on  the  aubject  of  Com¬ 
mon  Schools,  in  relation  to  efforts  now  making  to 
meliorate  the  condition  of  the  Jews,  and  on  the 
subject  of  slavery. 

Resolutions  on  the  subject  of  Peace  were  intro¬ 
duced  and  discussed,  but  not  passed  upon  at  the 
time  I  left. 

The  following  statistics  were  taken  from  the 
Report  on  the  State  of  Religion,  during  the  reading 
of  it,  and  may  not  be  perfectly  correct :

Rev.  Mr.  Tenney,  who  had  intended  to  speak  m 
behalf  of  the  Massachusetts  Colonixatimi  Society, 
declined  occupying  any  of  the  time  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion,  but  only  gave  notice  that  he  had  with  him  the 
annual  reports  of  the  Society  for  gratuitous  distribu¬ 
tion. 

Rev.  Wm.  B.  Tappan  was  heard  in  behalf  of  the 
American  Sunday  School  Union.  He  wished  to  re¬ 
move  some  misapprehensions  in  regard  to  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  a  Depository  in  Boston.  He  said  it  was 
done  ten  years  ago  with  the  consent  of  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Sabbath  School  Society,  and  experience 
had  shown  the  wisdom  of  the  measure.  He  was  not 
aware  that  the  business  done  by  the  ^nion  Deposi- 
toiy  had  been  so  done,  as  to  give  dneasinesa  to  any. 
Mr.  T.  in  few  words  pointed  out  the  distinctive  ob¬ 
jects  of  the  Union,  its  work  being  such  as  no  other 
society  could  accomplish.  And  he  noticed  also,  the 
objection  that  the  schools  established  by  the  Union 
in  the  destitute  regions  of  the  West,  die  out.  In¬ 
stances  of  such  dissolution,  however,  had  not  been 
specified ;  and  if  occasionally  one  did  die,  what  is 
that  against  the  UniSn  1  Do  not  some  churches  die, 
and  shall  we  draw  back  on  that  account  7  He  pro¬ 
tested  against  any  such  conclusion  in  reference  to 
the  Sunday  School  Union. 

Rev.  Mr.  Riddell  appeared  for  the  Education  So¬ 
ciety,  and  offered  a  few  remarks,  all  going  to  show 
the  Society’s  need  of  funds,  notwithstanding  the  un¬ 
embarrassed  state  of  the  treasury.  Much  was  given 
by  way  of  legacies,  but  this  was  insufficient. 

Rev.  J.  Leavitt  spoke  five  minutes  on  the  im¬ 
portance  of  giving  the  Bible  to  the  slaves.  There 
are,  said  he,  three  millions  of  slaves  in  the  United 
States.  We  have  been  a  nation  seventy  years,  and

The  annual  sermon  on  Home  Missions  was  de¬ 
livered  before  the  Association  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Fow¬ 
ler,  of  Fall  River.  His  text  was  in  Lake  24 ;  46, 
47.  The  discourse  was  an  able  exposition  of  the 
subject  of  Missions.  The  obligation  to  preach  the 
gospel  to  every  creature  is  imperative. 

The  doctrine  of  the  discourse  was  this :  Thewy 
to  Move  the  world  i$  to  evangelize  our  country.  He 
spoke  first  of  the  evils  under  which  our  country  is 
suffering,  and  which  are  to  be  remedied.  He  next 
dwelt  on  the  advantages,  which,  if  rightly  improved, 
will  bless  our  land  and  nation. 

In  remedying  the  evils,  and  improving  our  advan- 
uges,  wisely-adapted  efforts  must  be  made.  These 
efforts  are  intellectual,  moral  and  religious.  In  these 
efforts  the  preaching  of  the  gospel  stands  pre-emi¬ 
nent,  which  shows  the  immense  importance  of  Home 
Missions.

The  Free  Chnrch  of  Scotland  and  Slavery. 

A  great  excitement  has  lately  prevailed  in  Scot¬ 
land,  on  the  question  of  sending  back  the  money  re¬ 
ceived  by  the  Free  Church  of  Scotland  from  slave¬ 
holding  churches  in  this  country.  The  escaped 
slave,  Frederick  Douglass,  has  been  speaking  to  im¬ 
mense  audiences  with  great  effect.  A  meeting  was 
recently  held  in  Finsbury  chapel,  London,  at  which 
the  truly  eloquent  slave  was  received  with  enthusi¬ 
astic  applause.  Rev.  Dr.  Campbell  was  among  the 
speakers.  We  say,  the  trvly  eloquent  slave.,  for  what¬ 
ever  difference  there  may  be  as  to  the  wisdom  ot 
agitating  so  violently  on  this  point  of  sending  back 
the  money,  there  can  be  but  one  conviction  as  to  the 
remarkable  ability  of  Frederick  Douglass.  And  an 
escaped  slave  from  Christian  America,  who  can 
take  a  place  beside  some  of  the  most  eloquent  speak¬ 
ers  in  England,  and  not  suffer  in  the  comparison, 
cannot  but  awaken  a  powerful  sympathy  there  in 
regard  to  his  brethren  in  bondage.  The  wickedness 
of  a  system  which  would  keep  such  men  as  property 
to  be  bought  and  sold,  receives  in  this  way  a  demon¬ 
stration,  the  power  of  which  nothing  can  gainsay  or 
resist.

The  Massachusetts  License  Law. — The  cor¬ 
respondent  of  the  Traveller  thus  notices  the  present 
condition  of  the  famous  case  before  the  U.S.  Su¬ 
preme  Court,  to  test  the  constitutionality  of  the 
license  law: 

The  delay  of  the  Massachusetts  case  in  the  Su¬ 
preme  Court  of  the  United  States  is  both  unprece¬ 
dented  and  unreasonable.  There  is  little  doubt  that 
if  it  had  been  argued  and  decided  at  the  time  wheu 
it  Ws  proposed  to  take  it  up,  a  majority  of  the  Court 
would  have  sustained  the  law.  But  through  the  in¬ 
fluence  of  Judge  Story,  the  case  was  TOstponed  from 
time  to  time,  and  the  opinion  of  the  Court  has  never 
been  obtained.  He  was  said  to  be  against  the  con¬ 
stitutionality  of  the  law,  but  not  to  be  able  to  carry 
the  Court  with  him.  The  struggle  with  this  pesti- 
I  lential  tiaffick  is  severe  and  protracted.  It  seemed 
at  one  time  as  if  the  whole  land  would  be  subdued 
under  the  influence  of  the  Temperance  principles ;

Schools  for  Colored  Children. 

The  Primary  School  Committee  of  this  city  have 
decided,  by  a  vote  of  59  to  19,  not  to  discontinue 
the  separate  schools  for  colored  children.  This  re¬ 
sult  is  received  with  great  satisfaction  by  a  very 
large  majority  of  the  citizens,  inasmuch  as  it  is 
firmly  believed  by  the  great  mass  of  the  people,  both 
colored  and  white,  that  the  “  greatest  good  of  the 
greatest  number”  requires  the  present  system  to 
I  continue,  as  it  probably  will  for  a  long  time  to  come. 
This  reference  to  the  colored  children  of  this  city 
suggests  to  my  mind  the  fact,  that  a  few  statistics 
relating  to  the  colored  population  of  Massachusetts 
generally,  may  interest  our  readers,  many  of  whom 
feel  a  strong  desire  for  an  amelioration  of  their  con¬ 
dition.  It  appears  by  a  comparison  of  the  ^even 
censuses  of  this  State,  that  in  75  years,  from  1765 
to  1840,  the  increase  of  the  colored  population  has 
been  less  than  one-third  as  great  as  that  of  the 
whites,  and  that  a  large  part  of  that  small  increase 
has  arisen  from  immigration.  For  25  years,  from 
1765  to  1790,  their  increase  was  only  507  per  cent, 
while  that  of  the  whites  was  5623  per  cent.  From 
1790  to  1800,  it  was  1810  per  cent,  but  that  increase 
was  caused  by  immigration  from  New-York  and 
other  States  where  slavery  existed,  into  this,  which 
had  now  become  known  as  a  free  State.  From 
1800  to  1810,  the  per  centage  of  increase  fell  to  441. 
From  1810  to  1820,  their  increase  was  only  three 
individuals,  or  4  per  cent.

The  subject  of  the  bi-centennial  celebration  was 
again  called  up  for  consideration.  Rev.  Dr.  Bates 
said  that  when  the  Committee  first  met  to  consider 
this  aubject,  they  were  all  of  them  doubtful  as  to  the 
utility  of  the  measure ;  but,  on  farther  reflection,  they 
changed  their  opinions.  Still  he  was  confident  that 
nothing  could  be  made  of  such  a  celebration  with¬ 
out  a  very  great  effort. 

Rev.  Mr.  Fowler  said  the  subject  was  introduced 
last  year  by  Rev.  Mr.  Rogers,  of  Boston,  who  had  a 
plan  for  the  celebration  in  his  mind ;  a  plan  which  ! 
included  the  erection  of  a  building  for  Congrega¬ 
tional  meetings,  corresponding  somewhat  to  Exeter 
Hall  in  London. 

Rev.  Dr.  Todd  regarded  the  erection  of  a  building 
— wB  lo  i/tiug  up  cniugregaiiunansm,  ana  snow  Want 
it  is  in  its  principles  and  its  influence. 

Rev.  Mr.  Warren,  of  Maine,  said  that  in  his  State 
the  feeling  was  that  there  ought  to  be  no  State  lines 
in  reference  to  Congregationalism,  and  that  Massa¬ 
chusetts  had  no  exclusive  right  to  the  matter  in 
question.  He  would  raise  the  inquiry  whether  other 
States  might  not  have  a  part  in  the  proposed  cele¬ 
bration. 

Rev.  E.  Fiske  would  have  the  report,  which  the 
Committee  had  presented  the  day  previous,  accept¬ 
ed,  and  referred  to  a  Committee  of  on4  from  each 
District  Association.  He  thought  this  would  be  all 
that  would  be  necessary  to  be  done  this  year. 

Rev.  Mr.  Bardwell  concurred  in  the  last  remark. 
Rev.  Mr.  Bennett  moved  that  the  report  be  refer¬ 
red  to  such  a  Committee  to  report  next  year,  which 
was  carried,  and  the  Committee  was  appointed  as 
follows :

centuries.  The  most  authentic  statements  show, 
beyond  all  reasonable  doubt,  that,  apart  from  immi¬ 
gration,  their  number  is  actually  diminishing,  and 
that  they  would  soon  become  extinct  here,  did  not 
new  recruits  come  in  from  abroad,  to  supply  the 
ravages  of  death.  Notwithstanding,  then,  all  which 
is  done  in  this  Commonwealth  to  meliorate  their 
condition,  by  economical,  educational  and  moral 
appliances,  it  is  quite  evident  that  the  climate,  and 
the  manners  and  customs  of  whites,  present  insu¬ 
perable  obstacles  to  their  growth  and  prosperity  as 
a  race.

THIRTIETH  WEEK  OF  THE  SESSION. 

Gen.  Gaines. — In  the  Senate,  on  the  24th,  a  com- 
;  munication  from  the  Secretary  of  War  was  receiv- 
cu,  uBuauiiiiiug  a  copy  of  the  letter  of  Gen.  Gaines, 
of  June  7th,  called  for  by  the  Senate  a  few  days  ago. 
The  letter  was  read  and  ordered  to  be  printed. 

AR  Bill. — Mr.  Benton,  from  the  Committee  on 
Military  affairs,  reported  a  bill  for  organizing  and 
mustering  into  the  service  of  the  United  States  such 
volunteers  as  have  been  or  may  be  raised  to  aid  in 
carrying  on  the  war  with  Mexico.  On  this  Mr. 
Webster  made  a  most  sensible  speech  on  the  finan¬ 
cial  prospects  of  the  country.  He  said  it  must  be 
quite  obvious  that  this  war  was  now  prosecuted  with 
very  considerable  expense  to  the  Government. 
What  he  had  said  the  other  day  lie  was  now  con¬ 
vinced  was  true,  that  the  expenses  of  this  Govern¬ 
ment  were  half  a  million  of  dollars,  or  nearly  that 
amount,  each  day. 

He  believed  that  within  the  forty  days  past  an  ex¬ 
penditure  of  $20,000,000  had  been  incurred — not 
paidj  but  incurred — and  the  officers  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  had  asked  for  $20,000,000  for  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1847,  for  the  prosecution  of  the  Mexican 
war — and  this  beyond  the  ordinary  receipts  of  the 
government. 

The  means  proposed  for  raising  this  additional 
sum  were,  first  to  reduce  the  duties  on  some  articles 
and  impose  duties  on  those  which  are  now  free — 
by  which  were  meant  tea  and  coffee — and  this  waa 
to  produce  five  and  a  half  millions.  Next  to  reduce 
the  price  of  the  public  lands,  which  was  to  give  half 
a  million  more ;  and  one  million  was  relied  on  from 
the  adoption  of  the  warehousing  system.  The  rest 
of  the  $20,000,000  was  to  be  raised  by  Treasury 
notes  and  loans. 

Mr.  Webster  observed  that  upon  tea  and  coffee  a 
considerable  revenue  could  doubtless  be  raised,  but 
not  to  the  extent  anticipated,  and  even  this  would 
fail  to  a  very  great  extent  if  the  ad  valorem  princi¬ 
ple  was  applied,  especially  to  tea,  instead  of  a  spe¬ 
cific  duty.  A  specific  rate  on  the  pound  would  ren¬ 
der  the  duty  quite  productive,  but  an  ad  valorem 
duty  would  be  very  uncertain. 

If  Treasury  notes  should  be  issued  at  once,  it 
would  materially  benefit  the  Government  It  would 
not  do  to  delay  this  measure,  for  the  effect  of  delay 
for  a  single  day,  and  much  more  a  single  week, 
would  contribute  greatly  to  injure  the  credit  and 
finances  of  the  Government. 

Mr.  Webster  thought  the  other  measures  propos¬ 
ed  could  not  be  relied  upon.  He  could  not  aee  how 
one  million  of  dollars  was  to  be  raised  from  the 
warehousing  system.  How  a  million  was  to  be  de¬ 
rived  fr«>m  a  transit  of  goods  through  the  country, 
was  entirely  beyond  his  comprehension.  The  goods 
were  to  come  in  and  go  out,  without  duty,  and  yet 
leave  a  million  behind. 

Mr.  Webster  said  be  wished  to  know  what  were 
the  objects  of  the  Gfovernment  in  a  farther  prosecu¬ 
tion  of  this  Mexican  war,  which  had  caused  and 
was  causing  this  heavy  expenditure.  The  people 
if  he  was  not  mistaken,  wished  to  know  the  objects, 
purposes  and  ends  of  this  war.  Our  army  of  obser¬ 
vation  and  occupation  had  now  become  an  army  of 
invasion.  It  was  obviously  and  avowedly  now  in 
the  territory  of  Mexico,  and  if  we  could  credit  the 
rumors  we  received,  it  was  directing  its  course  to 
the  city  of  Mexico. 

It  would  seem,  from  the  messages  of  the  Presi¬ 
dent,  that  this  Government  was  ready  to  treat,  and 
that  Mexico  was  unwilling  to  treat.  If  this  was  so, 
Mexico  was  acting  a  very  unreasonable  and  foolish 
part,  and  this  Gfovernment  so  far  was  acting  a  pru¬ 
dent  part. 

But  it  seemed  to  him  the  proper  occasion  for  a 
solemn  embassy  to  Mexico.  He  thought  the  peo¬ 
ple  of  the  U.  Sutes  heard  with  no  pleasure  of  the 
loss  of  life  in  Mexico — nor  did  they  wish  to  drive 
her  back  to  monarchy. 

We  bad  just  claims  against  Mexico,  and  she  must 
be  brought  to  acknowledge  them  and  make  the  best 
provision  she  could  for  their  liquidation.  Her  at¬ 
tempt  to  excite  sympathy  in  her  own  behalf  from 
the  powers  of  Europe  was  idle  and  foolish.  Mr.  W. 
did  not  believe  that  any  power  stood  behind  her  to 
aid  her.  He  saw  no  evidence  of  the  fact  and  there¬ 
fore  did  not  credit  it. 

Somethi^  had  been  said  about  the  mediation  of 
England.  There  probably  was  not  any  tendered,

intercourse  of  nations  with  each  other.  If  it  is  a 
duty  to  advocate  them  at  one’s  fireside  and  among 
IS  it  auy' litC  less  a  uuiy u/ pumi  XAil  lueir  pracuCai 
application  to  actual  occurrences?  If  the  princi¬ 
ples  will  not  sustain  this  test,  let  them  go  to  the 
winds ;  they  are  false,  and  it  is  vastly  worse  than 
useless  to  spend  one’s  breath  in  advocating  them.” 

This  is  truth,  nobly  spoken.  The  editor  then 
proceeds  to  show  the  nature  and  grounds  of  his 
conscientious  opinion  in  regard  to  the  war  with 
Mexico,  professing  his  willingness  to  correct  his 
statements,  if  any  man  will  show  error  in  his  facts. 
On  the  most  moderate  peace  principles,  he  cannot 
find  anything  in  the  circumstances  of  our  country 
to  justify  a  resort  to  the  shedding  of  blood. 

“  Now,”  he  continues,  “  if  the  principles  in  regard 
to  international  war  that  we  have  cherished  and 
publicly  advocated  for  twenty  years,  lead  us  to  this 
conclusion,  and  to  the  condemnation  of  an  act  of 
our  own  government,  must  we  turn  about  and  ab¬ 
jure  those  principles  ?  Or  is  it  not  rather  our  duty, 
a  duty  to  truth,  to  humanity,  and  to  Gfod — to  show 
that  we  have  faith  enough  in  them  to  urge  their 
practical  application  in  the  teeth  of  an  aroused  war- 
spirit  ? 

“  We  disclaim  utterly  all  party  influences  in  this 
matter.  If  those  who  profess  to  consider  war  for 
such  causes  an  evil  and  a  wrong,  mean  anything, 
we  think  it  ought  to  be  seen  that  the  actual  occur¬ 
rence  of  such  a  war  will  not  silence  them.  The 
rulers  of  the  earth  ought  to  understand  that  this 
voice  will  not  hush  at  their  bidding — and  that  if 
they  act  in  disregard  of  it,  they  must  encounter  its 
full  power,  whatever  that  power  may  be. 

“  War  is  a  game  which,  were  the  people  wise, 

“  Kings  Ywald  not  play  at 

“  To  make  their  power  felt  in  preventing  war,  the 
people  must  be  wise  enough  to  ‘  speak  their  minds,’ 
and  apply  their  principles,  regardless  of  party  ties.” 

Truth  again,  and  nobly  spoken.  We  rejoice  in 
the  manly  spirit  of  our  brother  editor.  Let  political 
men  speak  or  keep  silent  from  political  considera¬ 
tions.  But  let  not  the  Christian,  when  the  gospel 
and  his  own  conscience  command  him  to  speak,  be 
muzzled  by  the  fear  of  man. 

If  there  is  one  thing  that  ought  to  be  carefully 
guarded  and  preserved  by  men  of  all  parties  in 
our  country,  it  is  the  independence  of  the  religious 
press.  It  is  wrong  for  any  man  to  attempt,  by  par¬ 
ty  considerations  in  politics,  to  restrain  it.  A  sub¬ 
scriber,  who  drops  a  religious  paper,  because  its 
editor  utters  the  voice  of  a  Christian  in  regard  to 
war,  irrespective  of  party  considerations,  is  doing 
what  he  can  to  beat  down  one  of  the  most  sacred 
‘  and  important  defences  of  truth.  He  shows  him¬ 
self  to  be  an  extreme  partisan,  unwilling  that  any 
but  his  own  opinions  should  be  echoed.  We  rejoice 
to  seu  u  stand  taken  against  such  intolerance. 

“We  hold,”  says  the  editor  of  the  Chronicle, 
“  that  it  is  wrong  to  establish  lotteries.  The  legis¬ 
lation  that  authorizes  them  is  of  immoral  tendency, 
and  ought  to  be  condemned  by  every  patriotic  citi¬ 
zen.  This  view  we  have  maintained  for  years. 
Now  let  us  suppose  that  the  President  of  the  United 
States  should,  mr  the  accomplishment  of  some  pub¬ 
lic  purpose,  recommend  a  lottery,  and  that  the  re¬ 
commendation  should  be  sanctioned  by  his  political 
friends  in  Congress.  Must  we  acquiesce?  Must 
we  say  it  is  ri^t  ?  Must  we  be  silent  ?  Are  we 
so  at  the  mercy  of  a  President  or  a  party,  that 
either  can  interdict  at  pleasure  any  subject  of  pub¬ 
lic  interest,  and  take  it  out  from  among  those  upon 
which  we  may  express  an  opinion  ?  ” 

This  reasoning  is  conclusive,  and  no  man  can 
gainsay  it.  We  say  God  speed  to  the  Chronicle 
and  ite  editor,  and  to  all  its  patrons  who  are  willing 
to  support  him  in  his  Christian  independence.  We

Missionary  Maps. 

We  call  attention  again  to  the  Missionary  Maps 
which  have  been  recently  published  at  this  office, 
and  the  following  recommendations  which  have  been 
kindly  furnished  in  approbation  of  them : 

From  the  Secretaries  of  the  American  Board  at 
Boston. 

ToRev.  W.H.  Bidwell : 

We  have  examined  your  Map  of  Western  Asia, 
of  British  India,  and  the  parts  adjacent,  and  of  the 
Sandwich  Islands — three  of  the  most  important 
fields  occupied  by  the  Missions  of  the  American 


our  amicted  brethren,  and  they  will  doubtless  take 
care  to  show  their  sympathy,  by  miaistering  with 
their  ‘  carnal  things’  to  the  necessities  of  these  poor 
saints.”  These  appeals,  we  believe,  will  not  be  dis¬ 
regarded,  and  our  benevolence  must  not  cease. 

Mr.  Goodell  writes  as  follows : 

“  Thirty-five  shops  remain  shut.  The  Turkish 
rulers  decide  with  all  authority  on  the  one  hand  that 
there  can  be  no  religious  persecution  ;  and  with  equal 
authority  on  the  other,  that  not  one  of  these  shops 
can  be  opened,  unless  the  occupant  submits  his  con¬ 
science  to  the  Patriarch’s  rules.  Thus  the  excom¬ 
municated  and  their  families  are  still  dependent  on 
charity.  To  put  them  in  prison,  to  destroy  them  by 
fire  and  sword,  would  be  persecution,  and  would  not 
be  tolerated ;  but  to  prevent  them  from  laboring,  and 
thus  virtually  to  starve  them  to  death,  is,  in  their 
estimation,  a  master  stroke  of  policy,  such  as  Nero 
and  the  Jesuits  never  thought  of.  Much  more  sym¬ 
pathy  has  been  awakened  in  this  vicinity  for  the 
sufferers,  than  we  had  dared  to  hope.  Messrs.  Han¬ 
son  and  Company  promptly  gave  us  a  thousand  pi¬ 
astres  for  their  relief ;  Mr.  Ede,  two  thousand ;  and 
Mr.  Van  Lennep  and  Son,  one  thousand ;  to  say  no¬ 
thing  of  many  smaller  donations.  But  what  are 
they  among  so  many  ?” 

In  reference  to  the  interests  of  religion  amidst  this 
persecution,  there  is  much  that  is  encouraging.  The 
meetings  are  well  attended,  solemn,  and  of  deepest 
interest.  The  word  of  God,  religious  conversation 
and  prayer,  at  such  a  crisis,  are  like  flames  of  fire 
from  soul  to  soul.  God  is  preparing  for  a  great 
work. 

“  These  are  precious  seasons,”  says  Mr.  Gfoodell, 
“  which  we  feel  we  must  improve  while  we  have  the 
opportunity ;  for  the  persecution  cannot  be  expected 
to  last  always.  There  is  now  less  prayer  offered  for 
the  persecuted,  and  more  for  the  persecutors,  and  for 
the  timid  and  wavering.  Some,  without  waiting  to 
be  excommunicated  or  molested,  have  already  come 
over  to  join  the  little  flock  of  Christ.  And  in  this 
time  of  rebuke  and  blasphemy,  why  may  we  not  be 
looking  for  some  striking  displays  of  grace  and  glo¬ 
ry  ?  Why  may  we  not  hope  to  be  baptized  with 
the  Holy  Ghost  not  masy  days  hence  ?” 

We  may  hope,  we  cannot  but  hope,  for  this.  But 
the  hope,  in  this  case,  which  would  not  be  ashamed, 
must  be  a  hope  founded  and  sustained  in  much 
prayer.  Our  churches  are  called  upon  by  Gfod’s  pro¬ 
vidence  as  well  as  his  word,  for  much  prayer,  as 
well  as  a  liberal  charity. 

It  is  an  encouraging  proof  that  Gfod’s  Spirit  is  in 
this  work,  when  we  find  that  the  persecuted  remain 
so  firm,  that  less  anxiety  is  now  felt  for  them,  and 
in  consequence  less  prayer  is  deemed  requisite  for 
them,  than  for  the  persecutors,  and  the  timid  and 
wavering.  Prayer  without  ceasing  ascends  for  all, 
and  when  prayer  is  thus  ascending,  the  Spirit  will 
be  descending  in  answer  to  it. 


This  report

— On  Monday,  Mr.  McDuf¬ 
fie,  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Foreign  Af¬ 
fairs  of  the  Senate,  it  is  said,  called  upon  the  Presi¬ 
dent,  and  asked  him  whether  he  intended  that  this 
Mexican  war  should  be  a  war  of  conquest,  or  wheth¬ 
er  his  purpose  was  merely  to  bring  Mexico  to  hon¬ 
orable  and  fair  terms  of  peace.  The  President  re¬ 
plied  that  the  latter  was  his  object.  Mr.  McDufiie 
thereupon  assured  the  President  that  he  should  have 
his  hearty  support  in  all  measures  directed  to  the 
attainment  of  the  latter  object.

Remarkable  Escape. — A  narrow  escape  from  the 
very  jaars  of  death  occurred  the  other  morning  on  the 
Eastern  Railroad.  As  the  7  1-2  o’clock  tram  from 
Salem  was  backing  over  the  bridge  to  Beverly,  to 
take  in  passengers  for  Boston,  a  man  was  seen  widk- 
ing  on  the  bridge  towards  Beverly,  as  is  frequently 
done,  notwithstanding  it  is  strictly  forbidden  by  law. 
The  alarm  was  immediately  given,  but  he  did  not 
notice  it,  till  he  was  on  the  draw,  where  the  path  is 
narrow.  As  the  train  was  advancing  at  a  m^erate 
speed,  he  thought  he  could  pass  the  draw  before  it 
would  overtake  him,  and  accordingly  made  the  at¬ 
tempt.  But  just  as  he  was  leaving  it,  the  car  struck 
him.  He  feU,  helpless,  and  the  wheels  passed  with¬ 
in  six  or  eight  inches  of  his  head.  He  was  assisted 
to  rise,  and  soon  recovered  sufficiently  to  ride  back 
to  Salem,  when  he  found  himself  able  to  get  out, 
walk  a)>out  and  converse  like  other  persons. — Trav- 
eller. 

Sentence  of  Wyatt. — Wyatt,  the  prisoner  in¬ 
dicted  for  the  murder  of  a  keeper  in  the  Auburn 
prison,  has  after  a  tedious  and  unjustifiable  delay, 
been  convicted.  The  remarks  of  Judge  Whiting, 
in  pronouncing  sentence  of  death  on  Henry  Wyatt, 
for  the  murder  of  James  Gordon,  are  published  in 
the  Cayuga  Tocsin.  The  discourse  was  brief, 
earnest  and  impressive,  but  contained  nothing  vary¬ 
ing  essentially  from  the  usual  tenor  of  such  address¬ 
es,  except  the  remark  that  the  protracted  and  most 
zealous  efforts  of  the  prisoner’s  counsel  had  been 
made  g^tuitously — without  desire  or  expectation  of 
any  pecuniary  reward.  As  we  have  already  men¬ 
tioned,  the  sentence  is  to  be  carried  into  efiect  on  the 
17th  of  August.  The  Tocsin  says  of  the  convict — 

The  court  house  was  thronged  to  hear  the  Judge 
pronounce  the  sentence ;  and  during  the  sentencing 
the  prisoner  stood  entirely,  so  far  as  appearances 
would  indicate,  unmoved — showing  not  by  the 
twinge  of  a  single  muscle  that  any  unusual  emotions 
were  stirring  within  him ;  and  he  was  then  taken 
from  the  court  house  in  the  same  apparent  state  of 
unconcern.

Robbing  Coffins. — Stealing  names  from  coffins 
is  an  offense  which  has  actually  been  perpetrated.  A  gentleman 
of  thii  city,  owner  of  a  vault  in  Trinity  churchyard,  which  has 
been  closed  for  many  years,  had  occasion  to  have  it  opened  last 
week.  To  his  surprise  he  discovered  that  the  silver  plates  had 
been  wrenched  from  eight  of  the  coffins.

Healthy  City. — In  Bangor,  Me.  a  city  containing 

more  than  ten  thousand  inhabitants,  but  one  death  occurred 
during  the  two  weeks  previous  to  the  13th  ult. 

Peace  Address. — The  Peace  Address  from  Wor¬ 
cester,  Mass,  to  Worcester,  England,  which  was  taken  out  by 
Mr.  Burritt,  was  signed  by  816  of  the  citizens.  The  length  of 
the  roll  containing  the  autographs  was  about  20  feet. 

Places  of  Religious  Worship  in  Boston. — There 
are  99  places  of  worship  in  Boston,  costing  83,246,500,  and  hav¬ 
ing  accommodations  for  84,185  persons.  These  churches,  &c. 
are  maintaiued  at  a  yearly  expense  of  8170,286.  There  are  80 
Sunday  schools,  having  1864  teachers  and  17,000  scholars. 

Rum  Again. — On  Sunday  night  week,  about  ten 

o’clock,  a  man  by  the  name  of  Christopher  McDonald  was  seen 
to  come  out  of  one  of  the  shantees  near  the  lock,  at  Syracuse, 
and  walk  into  the  canal,  and  before  help  came  he  sank  to  rise 
no  more.  The  bedy  was  found,  some  days  after,  about  40  rods 
from  the  place  of  going  in.  The  family  of  the  deceased  lived  in 
Dtica.  He  has  left  a  wife  and  six  children.  The  verdict  of  the 
coroner’s  jury  was  that  the  deceased,  C.  McDonald,  came  to  his 
death  by  drowning  while  in  a  state  of  intoxication. 

Suit  for  Damages. — The  city  of  Boston  has  been 
held  to  damages  in  the  sum  of  810,000,  at  the  suit  of  Isaiah 
Bacon,  for  injuries  received  by  him  in  falling  into  a  hole  in  the 
sidewalk,  in  Lancaster  street,  on  the  16th  of  January  last.  The 
writdirects  the  officers  to  seize  upon  the  goods  of  the  inhabitants 
of  the  city  of  Boston ;  the  said  inhabitants  to  appear  at  the  Su¬ 
preme  Judicial  Court,  on  the  2d  of  November  next. 

Arrival  Out  of  Missionaries. — A  letter  has  been 

received  from  one  of  the  missionaries  who  sailed  in  the  ship 
Malabar,  Capt  Freman,  from  Boston,  Nov.  12th,  for  Madras, 
near  Ceylon.  They  arrived  out  about  April  1st,  having  been 
nearly  20  weeks  on  the  passage.  The  names  of  the  missionaries 
are  Rev.  Messrs.  Howland,  of  Worcester,  Webb,  Herrick,  Ren- 
dall  and  Fletcher,  with  their  wives,  aud  Miss  Mary  Ann  Capell. 

The  Attdmey  General  of  Pennsylvania. — Gov. 
Shunk  has  appointed  John  M.  Read,  Esq.  as  Attorney  General 
for  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in  place  of  Hon.  John 
K.  Kane. 

End  of  a  Forger. — Reed,  a  noted  burglar  and 
forger,  who  has  figured  extensively  in  this  country,  died  recently 
in  England,  at  the  age  of  fifty-three.  He  had  probably  stolen, 
or  obtained  by  forgeries,  during  the  course  of  his  life,  about 
8300,000,  and  at  his  death  was  worth  about  jE15,000,  or  875,000.

DESTBDOnVE  FQtE  AT  NEWFOUNDLAND. 

The  St  Johns  (N.  B.)  News  states  that  an  arriv¬ 
al  at  Pictou  from  St  Johns,  (N.  F.)  brought  papers 
containing  accounts  of  a  terrible  conflagration,  by 
which  nearly  the  whole  of  that  town  was  destroyed. 
The  advices  arrived  in  Halifax  on  Monday  morning. 

The  fire  commenced  at  half  past  12  o’clock,  on 
Tuesday  morning,  the  12th  ult.  in  George’s  street, 
off  Q.ueen  street,  in  the  room  occupied  as  a  dwell¬ 
ing,  above  the  cabinet  maker’s  shop  of  Mr.  Hamlin, 
and  raged  until  7  o’clock  in  the  evening,  by  which 
time  the  destruction  was  complete.  It  extended 
rapidly  into  Q,ueen  street  and  Water  street,  consum¬ 
ing  everything  in  its  progress,  all  the  intermediate 
buildings,  oil  vats,  wharves,  &c.  as  far  as  Messrs. 

Here  its  ravages  to  the  westward  were

The  Couft,  in  its  charge,  stated  that  the  Jury  must 
first  decide  from  the  testimony,  whether  or  not  a 
contract  to  publish  had  really  been  made ;  and  if  it 
had,  whether  the  character  of  the  book,  in  its  moral 
and  religious  tendency,  was  of  such  a  nature  as  to 
excuse  Messrs.  H.  from  fulfilling  that  contract.  It 
is  it  denied  on  the  part  of  plaintiff  that  such  is  the 
case.  The  Jury  have  heard  the  points  on  both 
sides.  In  deciding,  they  must  give  to  the  work  a 
liberal  construction,  not  looking  at  sectarian  disqui¬ 
sitions,  or  the  dialogue  wholly  on  one  side,  hut  see 
if  the  general  tenor  of  the  work  is  opposed  to  all  re¬ 
ligion,  and  if  it  is  in  its  nature  of  a  demoralizing 
and  injurious  character.  The  jury,  after  being  out 
some  time,  were  unable  to  agree,  and  were  dis¬ 
charged.

In  the  vats  of  J.  &,  N.  Kent  was  the  fat  of  25,000 
seals.  The  Catholic  church  and  Episcopal  resi¬ 
dence  in  rear  of  Duckworth  street,  were  saved.  St. 
John’s  church,  the  Cathedral  church  of  England, 
burnt  to  the  ground.  The  Court  House,  Jail,  and 
all  the  buildings  by  which  they  were  surrrounded, 
are  consumed — also  the  Commercial  rooms,  Marine 
Insurance  Office,  Agricultural  Society’s  Museum, 
Bank  of  British  North  America.  The  Congrega¬ 
tional  chapel  saved— Ordnapee  store  burnt,  hut  the 
rest  of  the  building  saved.  The  Nunnery  school 
house  and  Nunnery  burnt.  Every  printing  office 
burnt,  but  part  of  the  materials  saved.  Five  or 
six  thousand  persons  had  to  pass  the  night  of  that 
dreadful  day  in  the  open  air,  in  front  of  the  Glov- 
ernment  House.  A  meeting  of  the  citizens  had 
been  called,  and  measures  taken  to  afford  as  much 
relief  to  the  dependent  population  as  the  calamity 
had  left  in  their  power.  Provisions  were  scarce. 
It  was  ascertained  that  there  were  four  thousand 
hags  of  bread  and  three  thousand  barrels  of  flour  in 
the  merchants’  hands — and  his  Excellency  had  is¬ 
sued  a  proclamation  prohibiting  the  exportation  of 
provisions,  or  the  erection  of  buildings,  until  after 
the  meeting  of  the  Assembly.

The  only 
mercantile  establishment  m  St.  Johns  now  standing 
is  that  of  Messrs.  Newman  &,  Co.  All  the  rest  are 
destroyed.  The  Legislature  is  to  be  immediately 
assembled. 

The  papers  mention  the  loss  of  life  of  three  per¬ 
sons,  two  of  them  artillery-men,  occasioned  by  the 
blowing  up  of  the  house  above  stated — the  other  an 
old  man,  who  had  saved  his  bed  and  other  articles 
from  the  flames,  but  who  sunk  under  the  weight  as 
he  was  carrying  them  to  a  place  of  safety,  and  im¬ 
mediately  expired.

Painful  Accident. — The  Batavia  Times  states 
that  a  lad  named  Martin  Cone,  aged  about  15  years,  residing 
some  three  miles  north  of  that  village,  accidentally  hung  himself 
while  playing  with  a  swing.  About  ten  minutes  before  the 
accident  occurred  he  was  seen  standing  upon  the  rope,  and  it  is 
supposed  (for  he  was  alone  at  the  time)  that  while  swinging  he 
either  slipped  or  turned  and  the  rope  crossed  and  caught  around 
his  neck,  breaking  it  instantly. 

Blessings  of  Preedom.-A  batch  of  twelve  negroes, 
slaves  and  free  persons,  were  arrested  in  New-Orleans  by  the 
police,  on  a  charge  of  meeting  there  ostensibly  for  prayer  and 
preaching.

The  bodies  were  recovered,  and  the  surviv¬ 
ors  picked  up  by  the  schooner  Dusky  Sally,  and 
brought  to  Newport,  where  the  melancholy  funeral 
was  attended  by  thousands : 

The  funeral  of  the  bodies  recovered  from  the 
wreck  of  the  Sutlej,  16  in  number,  took  place  at 
Newport,  on  Sunday,  and  was  attended  by  about
